All of the men live in this 
city. 
The passenger train was in 
charge of Conductor Scott and E n ­ 
gineer Clawson. 
The Big Four passenger train which 
was in the wreck, was northbound 
train No. 34, and runs from Louis­ 
ville to Benton Harbor. 
It uses the 
branch road from Louisville to North 
Vernon, making no stops between the 
two points and travels on a fast 
schedule. 
When the two trains came 
together they were running at a high 
rate of speed, and the engineers could ! 
not see the danger until they were j 
within a few feet of each other. They i 
•7 I 
reversed their engines, but the trains 
could not he brought to a stop in time 
to avert the accident. 
Both engines 
were hadlv damaged and the track 
torn up for a considerable distance. 
Conductor Charles Rodgers, of the 
work train, was seriously injured in 
the wreck. 
Engineer Truehlood jump­ 
ed from the engine when lie realized 
that the trains would meet, and other 
than a number of cuts and bruises, 
was not seriously injured. 
Engineer 
Clowson, on the passenger engine, was 
seriously hurt and is in a critical con­ 
dition. 
The fireman on the passenger 
train was injured, but his name could 
not be ascertained. 
It was rej»orted 
that several of the passengers were 
injured, but none of them seriously. 
The trains hit with terrific force, 
and both left the track. 
The wreck­ 
ing crew from this city was called and 
left about 9 :30 o'clock. 
Road physi­ 
cians, I)rs. G. G. Graessle, If. R. 
Lackey and W . M. Casey, were noti­ 
fied and went with the wrecker to the 
scene of the accident. 
The crew from 
Cincinnati was also sent to the wreck 
to assist in clearing the track, which 
will require several hours. 
Several 
of the branch trains from Louisville 
to Cincinnati were transferred to this 
city. Southbound passenger train No. 
16, came to this city over the B. A O. 
tracks and was transferred to the 
Pennsylvania tracks and completed 
the trip to Louisville by that route. 
Northbount train No. 15 from Louis­ 
ville to Cincinnati, came over the 
Penns viva nit tracks here and went to 
Cincinnati over the 1?. & 0. road. 
Several other branch trains came 
through Seymour. 
The work train consisted of an en- 


cident, although working within a few 
miles of the point where it occurred. 
One railroad man who was in the 
North Vernon yards all morning did 
not know of the accident until he 
reached this city, about 10:30 o’clock, 
and said that the employes there had 
no information whatever about the 
wreck. The telegraph wires are down 
for a short distance, the poles hav­ 
ing been broken by the engines when 
they went into tlie ditch, and the re­ 
ports received at tin* dispatcher's of­ 
fice gave no particulars. 
It is said 
that the wreck was caused by an over­ 
sight of the crew of tlie construction 
train of the time of the fast mail 
t rain. 


FORTUNATE FIREMAN. 


Fra nk Dollins Na rrowly Mis s e s Two

Frank Dollins, of this city, a fire­ 
man on the B. & O. S.W., believes 
that he is the luckiest man on the 
road. 
Dollins is the regular fireman 
for Engineer Truehlood, who was in 
the wreck at Blocher, and would have 
been on the engine of the construc­ 
tion train had he not been on a few 
days’ vacation.

That crew which 
preceded them in the yards was called 
to take the engine which was in the 
wreck. 
The fireman was killed in the 
accident.

Don’t overfeed. 
It is generally believed that horses which die from 
sunstroke are suffering from indigestion. 
To keep the stomach in good 
order the best of hay and oats should be used, and a double handful of dry , 
bran should be mixed with each feed of oats. 
It is best to feed a little | 
less in hot weather than the horse has been accustomed to. 
Don’t overwork. 
It is the overworked horse that usually gets sun- j 
struck. 
He is not able to do as much in hot as in mild or cold weather, 
and consequently should not be loaded as heavily, nor driven as fast nor 
as far. 
Don’t neglect to water often. 
Horses should be watered every hour 
or so on a hot day. 
When a horse begins to pant and show signs of weari­ 
ness he should be allowed to stop in the shade and rest for half an hour. 
See that the horse is provided with some protection for his head. 
A : 
driver should no more think of leaving the barn on a hot day without a 
sponge than he would without a blanket in winter. 
When stopping to 
water the horses it takes but a moment to wipe off their faces and heads j 
with the moist sponge, and it refreshes the animals wonderfully. 
Never let pass an opportunity to leave your horses standing 
in the 
shade. Make your 
stops periods of rest to your coworker. If your horse 
is greatly overheated he should have some light covering thrown over him j 
when left in the shade to prevent congestion. 
In this hot weather be careful as never before of letting the wheels 
get into a rut. 
If in spite of all precautions this happens, jump down 
and put your shoulder to the wheel. 
Others will fall in line to assist }‘ou I 
and three or four can easily life a wheel out of a place from which it is 
practically impossible for a horse to pull it. 
Do not neglect the horse’s feet in summer. Many : 
seem to think that as there are no slippery pavements 
the way is easy. 
The heat generated in the shoe by 
constant friction with the heated pavement is trans­ 
mitted through the protecting horn of the hoof to the 
sensitive inner parts and causes great distress. Take 
advantage of every opportunity to let the shoes cool off. 


Never take “steaming” horses to the barn. 
Let 
them cool off the latter part of the way in, going very 
slowly. 
They should be sponged off, watered and 
rested before being fed.

Failure to do the right thing by the 
Chinese will inevitably cause them to turn : 
away from the offending party and give j 
their custom el sew’he re.

Not long ago they considered that they 
had been worsted in a cargo of lumber 
bought from a Seattle firm. 
The stipulation was that the timber 
should be creasoted. 
Instead of a thorough process of crea- 
soting only a surface coating was applied, which was a mere imitation of 
the time preservative treatment. 
The evil of such sharp practise was developed when another firm on 
the Pacific coast undertook to contract for a big amount of fir, which the 
Chinese wanted for railway purposes. 
This firm put in a very reasonable bid, but the business was given to 
a lumber concern in Australia, which had asked a great deal more money 
for the same stuff. 
The Australians had not fried to get the best of the Orientals; the 
Yankees had, and their proposals were not considered. 
It is a trifle rough that the shady transactions of one house should 
hurt an entire nation, but this is what has actually happened and what 
will continue to happen in our commercial relations with a people like 


the Chinese. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind.—-Former 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt will be unable to de­ 
liver more than one speech in Indiana 
this year. 
He has announced from 
Oyster Bay that he will spend October 
13 in Indiana, coming 
here 
from 
Peoria, 
111., 
where 
he 
speaks 
Oc­ 
tober 12. 
Colonel Roosevelt, when he prom­ 
ised Senator Beveridge to come to In­ 
diana to speak in his behalf, made no 
restrictions as to where the speech 
should be delivered. 
As an evidence 
of his desire* to help Senator Bev­ 
eridge, who was a very potent factor 
in assisting him to carry out the fa­ 
mous Roosevelt policies, he told the 
senator that he would be entirely at 
his disposal when he comes to this 
state. 
Chairman Lee of the state commit­ 
tee says that the Roosevelt speech 
will be delivered in Indianapolis. 
He 
regrets very much that the colonel 
cannot give more time to Indiana, as 
he has had scores of requests for 
speeches from him. 
Chairman Lee ; 
had hoped that he might be able to j 
charter a special train from 
which , 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
could 
make 
speeches as he passed through 
the 
state, but it is not likely that this plan 
will be followed any further. 
Colonel Roosevelt's interest in the 
Indiana campaign has act' d as a pow­ 
erful stimulant to many people who 
were his ardent followers during his 
two terms as president. 
Information 
received at the state headquarters in­ 
dicates very plainly that he will be 
greeted by a multitude of people when 
he reaches Indianapolis. 
Chairman 
Lee says that he has heard already 
from many counties that are going to 
send large delegations. It is very like­ 
ly that the colonel’s coming will be 
made the occasion for an 
old-fash­ 
ioned Republican rally such as were 
held in the campaigns of Blaine and 
Harrison. 
When Colonel Roosevelt visited In­ 
dianapolis In 1900 as a candidate for 
vice president, he was the center of 
a night demonstration here that was 
one of the largest In the history of 
the state. 
There was a parade that 
was over four hours in passing a 
given point. 
Over 3,000 enthusiastic 
Republicans organized a Rough Rider 
club and participated In the parade 
on horseback. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
reviewed 
this 
monster demonstration from a grand 
stand on Washington street, and de­ 
clared afterwards that it wTas one of 
the most magnificent political assem­ 
blages that he had ever seen. 
His 
enthusiasm knew no bounds over the 
hospitality shown him at that time. 
While there will be no effort 
this 
time to inject the rough rider feature 
into the celebration, the indications 
are that he will be received by a 
larger crowd than before. 
Roosevelt Worries Democrats. 
The Democratic leaders, including 
John W. Kern, their nominee for the 
senate, are doing everything in their 
power to belittle the coming of Colonel 
Roosevelt and to take the edge off of 
what he will have to say. 
Their atti­ 
tude shows very plainly that they are 
greatly worried, because they know 
his strength with the masses. 
Republican leaders did not invite 
Colonel Roosevelt to come to Indiana 
with the idea that he would attempt 
to direct the voters as to how they 
should cast their ballots. 
On the con­ 
trary, they asked him knowing that 
he would come and deliver a real, 
genuine progressive Republican speech 
in thorough harmony with the plat­ 
form of the party as written at the 
recent state convention. 
At the Republican headquarters ar­ 
rangements are now being made for 
the taking of the 60-day poll. 
The 
poll books have been prepared and 
are being sent out to the counties. 
This poll is to be taken more care­ 
fully than ever before, as It will show 
the existing condition of affairs. 
This 
year about thirty counties took a six- 
months’ poll. 
The state committee 
did not insist on all counties taking 
the poll, but left it to the decision 
of the local organizations as to what 
should be done. 
However, the coun­ 
ties that have reported indicate that 
the Republican party is in a very 
good condition, notwithstanding 
the 
efforts of the Democrats to create an 
impression to the contrary. 
None of 
the counties with the large cities like 
Indianapolis, 
Evansville 
and 
Terre 
Haute have taken a six-months’ poll 
in recent years, as they depend on 
their 60 and 30-day polls for informa­ 
tion on which arrangements are made 
for getting out the vote. 
Democratic Bolt Is Shot. 
Chairman Lee, assisted by members 
of the state committee, has been quiet­ 
ly gathering information for the last 
three months 
regarding 
conditions, 
and the reports that have been 
re­ 
ceived indicate that the situation has 
improved steadily in that time and 
that the Republicans are much better 
off now than they were at this period 
of the campaign two years ago. 
There are a number of reasons to 


believe that the Democrats have al­ 
ready shot their bolt. 
They are not 
so confident as they were 
a 
month 
ago. 
In fact, some of their newspa­ 
pers have weakened, and 
are 
no 
longer talking 
of 
the 
big 
victory 
that they expected to win. 
One of 
their Second district papers, for in­ 
stance, went so far this week as to 
state openly that the wind has been 
taken out of the Democratic sails, 
and frankly said that no one in the 
Second district is greatly interested 
in the outcome of the Democratic cam­ 
paign. This kind of talk, coming from 
one of the best known Democratic ed­ 
itors in southern Indiana, has cre­ 
ated consternation among the Demo­ 
cratic bosses who have been trying to 
bolster up their followers with the 
talk that it was all over but the shout­ 
ing. 
Ridiculous Press Bureau Yarn. 
In hopes of stirring up a lot of 
trouble for the Republicans, the Demo­ 
crats have established a press bureau 
here that is sending out daily bulle­ 
tins to their newspapers. 
Already 
some wild-eyed stories have been put 
in circulation. One of them that needs 
no denial but is so ridiculous as to 
merit attention is a story to the ef­ 
fect that about forty Republican can­ 
didates for the legislature met here 
recently and pledged themselves not 
to vote for Senator Beveridge. 
The ridiculous feature of the story 
is that there never has been a meet­ 
ing of the Republican legislative can­ 
didates in Indiana this year. 
On no 
occasion has there been more than 
three or four of them here at one 
time and even then not by prearrange­ 
ment. 
The story of meeting of the 
“mysterious forty” originated in the 
fertile brain of the Democratic lead­ 
ers, who would like to make it ap­ 
pear that there is a great deal of 
trouble in the Republican camp so 
that they could detract attention from 
the open enmity of certain leaders to 
the candidacy of 
Kern. 
Chairman 
Lee and other men who are engaged 
actively in the management of the 
Republican campaign say that they 
have found no opposition among 
the 
Republican le g i s la t e candidates to 
Senator Beveridge and that there Is 
no likelihood whatever of there being 
any. 
Senator Shively, who is said to be 
very bitter over the 
statem ent 
of 
Kern that he was beaten by the brew­ 
ers two years ago has returned to In­ 
diana and Is scheduled to come here 
for a conference with Chairman Jack­ 
son of the Democratic committee. 
It 
is said that there is so much bitter­ 
ness among Shively’s friends that they 
are quietly urging him to take as lit­ 
tle part in the Democratic campaign 
as 
possible. 
However, 
Chairman 
Jackson and his associates are using 
all their influence to bring about har­ 
mony so that Shively will take the 
stump and do the best he can in be­ 
half of Kern’s candidacy. 
Campaign Will Be Short. 
From information given out at the 
Republican headquarters it is appar­ 
ent that the campaign is to be shorter 
than usual. 
It has been the supposi­ 
tion that Senator Beveridge would de 
liver his keynote speech about 
the 
first of September, but it is stated 
that he will not return to Indianap­ 
olis much before the 10th, and that 
his speech will not he delivered until 
about the 15th of the month. 
Two 
years ago It was felt that a mistake 
was made In having the campaign ex­ 
tend 
through 
three 
months. 
The 
voters were worn out with speech ma­ 
king and organization and were tired 
long before the election. 
This time 
the campaign is to last only about 
forty-five 
days. 
Senator 
Beveridge 
will not be able to speak in every 
county; but will appear two or three 
times in every district, and his meet­ 
ings will be arranged so that it will 
be possible for two or three counties 
to have a central rallying point. 
There is much pleasure among Re­ 
publican leaders over the announce­ 
ment that Will H. Hays of Sullivan- 
will again have charge of the speak­ 
ers’ bureau. 
He has directed the bu­ 
reau at the Republican headquarters 
for the last four years. 
In that time 
he has learned the work thoroughly, 
and is capable of managing that in­ 
tricate feature of the campaign in fine 
shape. 
He is now getting in touch 
with the counties for the purpose of 
learning what speakers they 
want. 
He is also communicating with 
the 
men who are expected to take the 
stump. 
When he comes here Septem­ 
ber I to open the bureau he will have 
completed the preliminary work so 
that he will be ready to arrange for 
the tours of the various speakers with­ 
out any delay. 
As a m atter of course the arrange­ 
ment of the itinerary of Senator Bev­ 
eridge will be the most difficult fea­ 
ture, for the reason that every county 
In the state seems to want speeches 
from him. 
Owing to the fact that the 
campaign will last only forty-five days 
it will be impossible for him to visit 
every county, even if he should make 
two speeches a day. 
Therefore the 
idea will be to plan his tour so that 
he will bo able to reach practically 
all of the state without visiting every 
county.

NEW IDEAS IN WALL PAPER 


Effects Which W ill Add Greatly to 
Appearance of Roorrjp Through 
All the Seasons. 


One of the new est ideas in room 
decoration is the flower frieze. 
The 
w alls of the room are colored or pa­ 
pered cream or some delicate shade, 
and then an appliq u e of flowers is pu t 
u p ju st below the cornice. 
This ap­ 
pliq u e is made by cu tting away th e 
backgrou nd from the pattern of a can­ 
vas or paper frieze, giving the design 
the appearance of bold openwork em­ 
broidery. 
A very sharp pair of scis­ 
sors m ay be u sed, and it does not at 
all m atter If the frieze be cu t into 
sh ort lengths so long as it is pasted 
u p carefu lly on the wall so th at the 
joins do not show.
